It won't be long before your 
quilted robe begins to look a 
‘Alttle grimy and just begs for n 
bath. There’s nothing so’ dis- 
pirited.as ai dirty house-coat, 
yet only too often some women 
tolerate it, always putting off

Whether the fabric is cot- 
ton, rayon, sill or nylon, the 
best bet is to test-wash the belt 
to determine if colours, will run;

. Of all the different kinds of back play, hooks, pulls, leg’ glides, square and 


late cuts, the ordinary defensive shot is the most important. 


To master this is
